


The pair of undershorts doo3 not havo a brand 
label. Tho T shirt has a "JOCKEY" brand label. 

Tho T shirt labol Is hold flat with a folded 
pieco of 3/4" wide cellophano tape. Tho ploco of tape Is 
about 1" lone . One ond has boon cut, and tho other end 
has boon torn. 

Tho crotch seams of tho undershorts havo boon 
repaired In two places with brown thread. Tho repaired 
areas are hand 6titched. 

Tho Q209 strap, which appears now, measuros 37 l/2"ln 
length . This strap fits the strap guides on fie QM binoculars 
and could bo tho strap for Q14. No strap Is prosontly on Q14. 

A short hand strap Is presently on tho Q22 binoculars 
COfJO * Tho Q210 strap has tho 3arao appearance ns tho hand strap 
on Q22 oxcopt that It is longer. Specimen Q21Q could bo tho 
shoulder strap for the Q22 caso. Tho Q210 strap appears now and 
measures 37” iu longth. 

No marks to indicate oourco woro found on Q213. The 
Q213 pin appoars to bo a patriotic emblem. 

Thoro Is a largo hole in the right front 
portion of tho collar of tho Q7G shirt. Tho Q77 necktie 
has boon forcibly torn apart in the right front nock 
portion also. Tho object or objects causing tba damage 
woro largor than a bullet of .30 caliber size and irregular 
in shape as all of tho yarns woro brokon, not cut. One 
or raoro segments of bono could not be eliminated as tho 
cause of the damage. 

The right lapel cf tho Q78 coat has three damaged 
nroas on tho surface of tho fabric. Thoso areas havo boon 
torn by soma objoct or objects, but the damage does not 
extend through tho lapel. Tho torn arons vary from 1/4" 
to 1" in longth and tho condition of tho yarns indicates 
tho object or objects struck tkb coat from above and probably 
glnncod off the coat.
